BUSH  ROSES 

Each  75c;  per  dozen  $7.50 

Baby  Rambler.  A charming,  brilliant  red,  dwarf  rose,  formed 
in  clusters;  blooms  with  great  profusion. 

Betty.  Coppery  rose  overlaid  with  ruddy  gold.  Buds  long 
and  pointed;  moderately  double;  petals  unusually  large  and 
conspicuously  veined.  Stems  long.  Fragrance  rich. 

Cecil  Brunner.  Color,  rosy  pink,  shaded  to  bright  salmon  in 
the  center.  A perfect  little  gem. 

Cheerful.  Pure  orange  flame,  the  flame  shading  overspreading 
the  petals,  giving  it  a pleasing  effect;  flowers  large;  full  and 
good  form,  very  free. 

Columbia.  Color  a true  pink,  deepening  as  it  opens  to  a 
glowing  pink.  Single  buds  on  long  stems,  splendid  for  cutting. 

Constance.  A free  flowering  variety  producing  beautiful  long 
orange-yellow  buds  of  perfect  form;  these  ai*e  more  or  less 
streaked  with  crimson;  as  the  flowers  fully  develop  they  open 
to  a full  globular  flower  of  golden  yellow. 

Crusader.  (Montgomery,  1920)  H.  T.  A big,  strong  growing 
variety;  free  flowering,  blooms  large  and  double,  color  rich 
crimson. 

Frau  Karl  Druschi.  Pure  snow-white;  long,  pointed  buds; 
large,  full  flowers;  free  and  constant. 

Gen.  McArthur.  The  buds  and  open  flowers  are  of  the  bright- 
est crimson,  i-etaining  their  color  until  they  drop  their  petals. 
Blooms  continuously  and  profusely.  Flowers  large  and  fragrant. 

Golden  Ophelia.  Medium  size,  deep  golden  yellow  in  the 
center,  paling  slightly  toward  the  outer  petals.  Sturdy,  stiff- 
stemmed grower. 

Hadley.  Color  a deep,  bi’illiant,  velvety  crimson,  which  it  re- 
tains all  the  year  ’round.  Flowers  are  borne  on  stiff  upright 
stems. 

Hoosier  Beauty.  Color  a glowing  crimson,  scai’let  with  dark- 
er shadings.  Deliciously  fragrant.  Buds  long  and  pointed. 

Hugh  Dickson.  Bi’illiant  crimson  tinted  scarlet.  Has  large 
finely  formed,  fi’agrant  flowers;  blooms  well  and  is  healthy  and 
vigorous. 

H.  V.  Machin.  Color  a rich  scax-let  crimson.  The  buds  are 
long  and  pointed.  Flowers  are  carried  on  rigid  stems  of  erect 
growth.  Perpetual  bloomer. 

Irish  Fireflame.  Single  old  gold  flamed  with  ei’imson,  long 
stemmed  fine  buds. 

Irish  Elegance.  Single  rose,  color  bronze-orange  and  scarlet, 
shaded  to  apricot.  Unsurpassed  for  cut  flowers. 

Johnkeer  J.  F.  Mock.  Blooms  carmine  changing  to  imperial 
pink;  large,  full  and  of  fine  form;  highly  perfumed. 

Kaiserin  Augusta  Victoria.  White  faintly  suffused  lemon-yel- 
low. Flowers  are  large,  vei-y  full  and  beautifully  formed,  with 
reflexed  outer  petals.  Bush  is  vigorous  and  healthy. 

Killarney  Brilliant.  Growth  as  strong  as  that  of  its  parent, 
Pink  Killarney,  and  an  equally  free  bloomer;  color  most  bril- 
liant pink. 

K.  of  K.  (Kitchner  of  Khartoum).  A startling,  dazzling  semi- 
single rose  of  intensest  scarlet  of  absolutely  pure  color.  Its 
huge  petals  are  velvet  sheened,  solid  scai’let  throughout. 

Fady  Hillingdon.  Has  long,  slender  pointed  bud,  of  brilliant 
deep  golden  yellow.  Blooms  continuously. 

Faurent  Carle.  Brilliant  Velvety  carmine,  good  size,  perfectly 
formed,  good  stems  and  opens  freely. 

F.  C.  Breslau.  Entii’ely  distinct  from  all  other  roses  in  color; 
the  buds  are  coral-red  shaded  with  chrome-yellow,  while  the 
expanded  flowers,  which  are  very  large,  are  of  a superb  shrimp- 
pink,  shaded  coppery-orange  and  chrome-yellow. 

Fillian  Moore.  Color  deep,  pure  Indian-yellow  with  slightly 
deeper  center;  long  buds;  fi’ee  bloomer.  A gem. 

Mad.  Caroline  Testout.  Clear,  bright,  satiny  pink.  Free 
bloomer. 

Mad.  Collette  Martinet.  Yellow,  shading  to  orange.  Long 
pointed  buds. 

Mad.  Edouard  Harriot  or  Daily  Mail.  Produces  a profusion 
of  exquisitely  formed  and  sweetly  scented  buds  of  reddish  cop- 
per and  coi’al  tints.  Without  exception  the  most  sensational 
colorings  ever  combined  in  one  rose. 
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Maman  Cochet  Pink.  Clear,  rich  pink;  large,  full  and  of  per- 
fect form,  free  blooming.  A vigorous  grower  with  handsome 
foilage. 

Mrs.  Aaron  Ward.  Deep  golden  orange  color,  shading  out  to 
lemon  or  creamy  yellow  at  the  end  of  the  petals.  The  buds  are 
cupped  and  very  deep,  showing  the  glowing  heart  to  the  best 
advantage;  flowers  full  and  exquisitely  formed. 

Mrs.  Clias.  Russell  (H.  T.)  Color  rich,  rosy  carmine.  Flower 
well  formed  and  outer  petals  very  delicately  veined.  Good 
stems  afld  heavy  foilage. 

Mrs.  Arthur  R.  Waddell.  Color  deep  reddish-apricot,  toned 
with  salmon,  with  long  buds.  A vigorous  grower  and  constant 
bloomer. 

Mrs.  George  Norwood.  Bright  pink  W’ith  yellow  base.  Long, 
stiff  stems,  fragrant. 

Ophelia.  Color  a pleasing,  delicate  tint  of  salmon  flesh, 
shaded  with  rose.  Flowers  of  perfect  form  and  large  size.  A 
very  free  bloomer. 

Paul  Neyron.  The  largest  rose  in  cultivation;  a handsome 
upright  grower,  producing  an  immense  flower  at  the  end  of 
every  long,  stiff  stem;  color  a deep  rose;  a free  bloomer. 

Pink  Drusehki.  Moderately  large,  full  flower  of  beautiful 
bright  pink.  Is  of  free  flowering  habit  and  highly  perfumed. 
Considered  the  best  of  the  so-called  pink  Drusehki. 

Prima  Donna.  One  of  the  most  famous  pink  roses  that  has 
been  introduced  within  the  last  couple  of  years,  with  the  shad- 
ings and  size  of  no  other  rose  of  its  class. 

Radiance.  A fine,  free-growing  rose  with  long  upright  stems; 
a lovely  rose-pink  color,  very  fragrant. 

Ragged  Robin.  Flowers  large,  crimson  in  color.  Fine  for 
hedges;  semi-double. 

Red  Radiance.  Color  a pure  even  red.  A good  grower,  flowers 
of  perfect  form  and  very  fragrant. 

Sunburst.  Color  intense  shades  of  golden  orange  and  yellow. 
Buds  large  and  well  formed. 

Ulrich  Brunner.  Color  a brilliant  cherry  red.  Flower  of  fine 
form  and  finish.  A free  bloomer  in  early  summer.

Banksia  White.  A rapid  growing,  thornless  climbing  rose; 
flowers  small,  pure  white.  Blooms  in  great  profusion  in  early 
spring. 

Banksia  Yellow.  Identical  with  the  above,  excepting  in  color, 
which  is  a fine  clear  yellow,  and  form,  except  that  it  is  double. 
A rampant  climber. 

Cherokee  Double  White.  Similar  to  the  Cherokee  in  color  and 
form,  except  that  it  is  double.  A rampant  climber. 

Cherokee  Pink.  The  flowers  are  a lovely  salmon-rose,  with  a 
circle  of  golden  stamens. 

Cherokee  Red.  Identical  with  the  pink  Cherokee  excepting  in 
color,  the  inside  of  the  petals  being  a brilliant  red. 

Cherokee  White.  A splendid  sort  for  covering  verandas,  ar- 
bors, etc.  Foliage  is  smooth  and  glossy  as  if  varnished.  Flow- 
ers single  white. 

Cl.  Belle  Siebrecht.  Imperial  pink,  large  and  beautifully 
formed.  Very  productive  bloomer  and  with  sweet  fragrance. 

Cl.  Caroline  Testout.  Strong  grower  with  the  same  silvery- 
pink  color  of  the  parent  rose. 

Cl.  Lady  Ashtown.  Color  rose-pink  shading  to  silvery-pink. 
Long  pointed  buds.  Free  flowering. 

Dr.  Van  Fleet.  Flowers  a delicate  shade  of  flesh  pink,  semi- 
double, borne  on  long  stems.  Splendid  for  cutting.  A vigorous 
grower. 

Cl.  Cecil  Brunner.  One  of  the  strongest-growing  climbers. 
Color  rosy  pink,  shaded  to  bright  salmon  in  the  center.  A per- 
fect little  gem. 

Cl.  Franeoise  Crousse.  This  rose  fills  a long-felt  want  in 
high-colored  climbers.  Color  rich  crimson  red,  blooms  very 
velvety  in  texture  and  produced  in  great  profusion. 

Cl.  General  McArthur.  A true  sport  from  bush  variety,  sure 
to  be  popular. 

Cl.  Kaiserin  Augusta  Victoria.  White,  faintly  suffused  lemon 
yellow.  Identical  with  Kaiserin  except  in  vigorous  climbing 
habit. 

Cl.  Lady  Hillingdon.  Deep  orange-yellow,  good  size  and  is  a 
vigorous  grower  and  in  every  way  as  desirable  as  the  bush. 

Cl.  Mad.  Abel  Chatenay.  Identical  with  the  bush  variety,  of 
strong  climbing  habit.  Color  rose-pink,  with  recurving  petals. 
Always  in  bloom. 

Cl.  Pink  Cochet.  The  individual  buds  and  flowers  are  much 
larger  than  those  of  the  dwarf  bush  form  and  are  produced  in 
far  greater  profusion.  An  addition  to  pink  climbing  roses 
which  is  worth  while.

Cl.  Sunburst.  The  climbing  form  of  this  grand  yellow  rose 
is  just  as  popular  as  the  bush  form.  The  best  yellow  climber. 

Cl.  White  Cochet.  A white  sport  from  the  well  known  bush 
form.  Buds  of  immense  size,  pure  white,  beautifully  rimmed 
pink  at  the  edges  of  the  petals. 

Cl.  Winnie  Davis.  Brilliant  apricot-pink  with  reflex  lighter 
tints.  Buds  long.  Strong  grower  with  heavy  foliage. 

Gold  of  Ophir  or  Beauty  of  Glazenwood.  Color  nasturtium 
yellow,  suffused  with  coppery  red;  covered  in  spring  with 
flowers  in  the  greatest  profusion. 

Lamarque.  One  of  the  finest  white  varieties  in  cultivation.
